For Past Five Years Lawmaker* Have 


Been Kept Nearly Continuously on 
the Job—Bill Paasee House Appro- 
priating Fund* For Promotion of 
Aviation In the Army. 


By ARTHUR W. DUNN. 


Washington, May 2& — [Special.] — 


Only tbe senators and representatives 
and those wbo have been watching 
congress for many years past realize 
how continuously congress has been 
in session compared to former years. 
Heretofore in a term of congress cov- 
ering two years the sessions generally 
occupied only about ten months, but 
since the 1st of December, 1908, con- 
gress has been in session pretty con- 
tinuously. 


The first session of the Sixtieth con- 


gress began in December. 1908, and 
lasted three months. Two weeks later 
President Taft called an extra session 
for the purpose of passing the tariff 
bill, and it remained in session until 
tbe first part of August. The next 
session began in December and lasted 
through June. Then there was a short 
session In the winter, followed by a 
special session of the Sixty-second 
congress, called in the first part of 
April, until the last part of August 
The regular session began In Decem- 
ber. 1911, and continued until the last 
part of August. 1912. There there was 
a short session In tbe winter, followed 
by a special session of the Sixty-third 
congress, called by President Wilson 
in the first part of April, 1913, which 
lasted until the regular session in De- 
cember. That regular session is the 
present^ and no one can tell when It 
will end. 


They Want to Go Home, 


In view of the many months spent 


in Washington the members of con- 
gress are really tired and want to get 
home. They are more than homesick; 
they want to go home and find out 
what their people are thinking and 
talking about 
They would like to 


have this opportunity of mingling with 
the people when there is no campaign 
in progress, which was not possible 
with the extra sessions of the Sixty- 
first Sixty-second and Sixty-third con- 
gresses 
This desire to get back 


among the people Is not confined alone 
to the rank and file of members, but 
the leaders are equally anxious. For 
that reason the pressure Is strong for 
an early adjournment. 


Aviation In the Army. 


There are times when the house of 


representatives gets right down to 
business. It passed a bill of great im- 
portance the other day, which added 
sixty men to the United States army 
list of officers, when one single objec- 
tion would have stopped it. The bill 
was to create an aviation corps in the 
army, train men for aviation and to 
pay them extra for hazardous work in 
which they are engaged. If the senate 
thinks the same way the United States 
army will have an aviation corps, al- 
though at present it is fourteenth on 
the list of governments in the matter 
of aviation work, according to the ex- 
penditures, being ranked by Brazil, 
Spain, Greece, Bulgaria, Chile, Belgium 
and, besides, all of the great powers of 
Europe, which have gone into aviation 
extensively. 


A Running Record. 


A capital guide was showing a party 


of sightseers about the capitol build- 
ing and stood them up in front of a 
clock In the senate wing. "That clock," 
said the guide, "is never allowed to 
run down. It has been running con- 
tinuously for more than a quarter of a 
century. It has been running longer 
than anything in the United States, 
even longer than William Jennings 
Bryan." 


Congress and Golf. 


It is no unusual thing for both the 


senate and House to be without a quo- 
rum on big baseball days, but no doubt 
the fact that seven or eight senators 
and as many representatives engaged 
in a game of golf to test whether the 
senate or the house contained the best 
golfers is an Innovation. The con- 
gressional golfers did not affect the 
business of congress, but their absence 
will no doubt cause a little comment 
"Our 
consciences troubled us some- 


what" said one member, "as we did 
not know but what we might be need- 
ed to make a quorum."

'Not only 
should the"general uses of the different 
kinds of wood be known, but careful 
attention should be given to any spe- 
cial use for given kinds or sizes of 
trees which mar result in'increased 
value. The'market for wood lot tim- 
ber Is chiefly'for ties, poles, firewood, 
posts, piles, rails,-lumber and very fre- 
quently In tbVtound for pulp wood, 
acid factories" and' box manufacturers, 
while special kinds, such as fine white 
oak, ash, secoDd~growth hickory, cher- 
ry, etc.; have a' large number of special 
uses, such as In -the vehicle industry, 
furniture making! etc. It .is again 
urged that owners should be particular 
to inquire into'thek special markets 
both for the different kinds of timber 
and for the most" profitable form into 
which given sized trees may be work- 
ed. By taking advantage & this they 
can very frequently double the price 
received for their'products.—R. Rosen- 
bluth In American Forestry. 


Punctuation Marks. 


Punctuation by means of stops and 


points, so as to indicate the meaning 
of sentences and assist the reader to a 
proper enunciation, Is ascribed origi- 
nally to Aristophanes, a grammarian 
of Alexandria, Egypt, who lived in the 
third century B. O. Whatever his sys- 
tem may have been, it was subsequent- 
ly neglected and'-forgotten,'but was re- 
introduced by Charlemagne, the vari- 
ous stops and symbols being designed 
by Warnefried and Alcuin. The pres- 
ent system of punctuation was intro- 
duced in the latter fpart of the fifteenth 
century by Aldus:. Manutius, a t Vene- 
tian printer, "who "was responsible for 
our full stop, colon, semicolon, comma, 
marks of Interrogation and exclama- 
tion, parenthesis!-and dash, hyphen, 
apostrophe 
and 
quotation 
marks. 


These were subsequently ..copied .by 
other printers until their use became 
universal. 
Most (.ancient languages 


were innocent.of i any system-of punc- 
tuation.
